That was a thirty 'million pro.r 
ject. It was swamped at birth by its 
dimensions. 
Before the philanthrop-r 


ists who were planning to take charge 
of the business of doling out to Anv 
erican breakfast tables such porridge 
portions as would be good for them 
had put up the requisite deposits for 
working capital they became tired. 


This cracker trust is of the East1 


its executive officers and legal path- 
finders being contributed, from Syra- 
cuse and other Atlantic seaboard mill- 
ing centers, to supervise the appetites 
of the inhabitants of the Pacific Coast. 
Simultaneously with this news there 
comes the announcement of the final 
disastrous wind-up of 
the 
cordage 


trust. That, it will ibe remembered, 
was an organlHation in restraint of 
trade which went to pieces almost at 
the beginning of the panic of 1S93, 
its collapse sharply pinching, where it 
tlid not ruir., a good many members 
of polite society of New York city and 
Its fashionable suburbs who proved to 
have baenespeciallyaddictedto that In- 
dustrial enterprise. Its two leaders 
yesterday filed a petition 
in 'bank- 


ruptcy placing their liabilities at $13,- 
000,000, with, assets nominal. 


There Is consolation In this and sim- 


ilar demonstrations of the uncertainty 
and the -unprofitableness of trusts for 
their natural victims, the consuming 
public. Trusts do not always succeed, 
and therein lies the hope of the aver- 
age citizen.

The main point, as Senator Morgan 
says, is the fact that the country Is 
now commuted to an enterprise whjch. 
It has been so long and 
fruitlessly 


considering, and that it has become a 
matter of executive rather than legis- 
lative and deliberative (handling. Its 
opponents, if any such shall auridva 
the inauguration of the work, 
will 


•have to face an honest executive anil, 
if need be, the courts, rather-than the 
Congressional lobby. In other words, 
the -initiation of this great national 
necessity is one, and by no means tha 
least, of the many 
great 
achieve- 


ments of the now closed memorable 
War Congress, and of President Mc- 
Kinley's administration. 


From this fact every material inter-

It was in reply to a 
memorial of the Board of Trade of San 
Francisco against dho gran.tir.g o-f an ex- 
port bounty, for the encouragement of the 
American Merchant Marine, the Board of 
Trafle holding that the granting of a sub- 
sildy would increase the cost of mercantile' 
shlpiping. .

subsidy would have to be gran-ted for the 
purpose ol encouraging the shipping in- 
dustry, on .the ground that the more 
American ships there were on tha seas, 
the cheaper the rate's of shipping to bus- 
iness men would be. Such a subsidy 
would have to be maintained, he (held, 
until ships could be built as cheaply here 
as in England, Germany, Norway and 
other countries in Europe. The communi-

Tho committee on water front legisla- 


tion, through Chairman SchVueter, said 
that the Harbor Commission bill,.o-f Sana- 
tor Leavitt at Sacramento had .passed 
both -houses of the Legislature and was 
now before the G-overr.or lor his approval.
